to 
Florida 
w ith his fam ily. 
Returning 
in 
April, he resum ed work. He w ent 
to A tlantic City July I. 
The justice was the fourth con­ 
federate soldier to be appointed to 
the 
Suprem e 
Court. 
President 
T aft nam ed him in 1906. He had 
been a long friend of the form er 
president when they were in the 
United S tates Circuit Court for 
the Sixth D istrict.

P resi­ 
dent R oosevelt offered to appoint 
Judge T aft to the Supreme Court 
he refused, and suggested Judge 
Lurton. 
President Roosevelt did 
not take his advice.

COMO, Italy, July 21.—As a result 
of the recent socialistic riots in Italy, 
Porter Charlton, the 
American 
wife 
murderer, is having to undergo for 
the first time the full rigors of Italian 
prison life. 
Since 
Charlton 
w as 
returned 
to 
Italy from the 
United 
States 
last 
August he has been the sole occupant 
of the Jail here. 
As such, he has 
been allowed the most unusual privi­ 
leges, such as the receiving of an oc­ 
casional visitor, an unlimited corres- 
.pondence, daily 
papers, 
magazines 
and novels. 
During the recent riots 
the jail here was filled up with Social­ 
ists and others who ran afoul of the 
police and military. 
T hat these may 
not be able to take advantage of the 
many privileges heretofore accorded 
Charlton, ail his privileges have been 
curtailed. 
The reading of 
a 
dully 
Italian paper was prohibited on the 
ground that this might give the other 
prisoners information of the strike 
As Charlton has mastered Italian per­ 
fectly during his year of prison life, 
his daily American paper 
was 
also 
tabooed as he would be able to com­ 
municate to his fellow prisoners pro­ 
hibited information. 
Present indications are that young 
Charlton will have, to continue 
present restricted reginas until 
trial comes off next November, He 
continues in the best of health.
